REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 30 October 2012 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 127, 128, 130, 131, 133, 134, 136-142, 146, 147, and 150-155: 
based upon Gray et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,282,929) as evidenced by Ribeiro et al. in the 
Office action mailed 02 May 2012. The declaration establishes that Gray et al. does not 
qualify under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) because the reference is not by another relative to the 
instant claimed subject matter. The limitation of the instant claimed compositions and kits 
regarding genetic constructs PEM12 and c-hu-ABL is not a limitation of the claimed subject 
matter of Gray et al., and instant applicant Carol Westbrook is not part of the inventive 
entity of Gray et al. Genetic constructs PEM12 and c-hu-ABL is shown in Gray et al. at 
column 55 to be a contribution of instant applicant Carol Westbrook. Therefore the 
declaration is not contradicted by the evidence in Gray et al.
